3.5 FUNERAL COMMDSION PHASE: WKP reveals 8 IP, then WF reveals 9 IP on V. Nogoodnik 
nominates Schrukutov (B) for Party Chief. WF reveals 2 IP each on R and on W. REDS plays Card 
#53 "Brilliant Eulogy" (+4 to declared IP this phase). WF reveals 5 IP on R and 6 IP on W. * REDS 
reveal 2+4 IP on R and 3+4 IP on W. G votes "Nyet", B and V vote "Da". WKP reveals I IP on K and 
has him vote "Nyet*. R and W vote "Nyet." V ages 1 SP and nominates W. G votes "Nyet", V votes
